Commission member blasts hike in rates

A member of the city Water Commission, yesterday, blasted a 
proposed 20 per cent hike in the monthly water rates — the attack 
coming virtually on the eve of a peace meeting with the City Council. 
( ommissioner. Fred H. Bock spelled out his opposition in a two- 
page letter which he made public. 
The commission and the City Council will hold a joint session 
Tuesday in the City Hall to talk over differences that have angered the 
commissioners and upset the councilmen. 
In a searing, personal denunciation of the increase. Bock said he 
was taking his case to the public prior to the meeting, “ because it is 
usually very difficult to convey thoughts in an average public 
meeting." 
Bock took the city staff to task for alleged misrepresentation of 
some of the water department statistics, scoffed at anv argument for 
expansion of the water treatment plant on East North Avenue; and 
declared: “ All in all, I felt the administration was poorly prepared in 
justifying its needs.” 
Bock's communication was dated Feb. 4. Copies were delivered to 
each of the commissioners, to the city administrator, public works 


director, city finance director and to news media. 
Bock said he spoke only for himself, “ although I feel that they (his 
fellow commissioners) would concur in most of my conclusions ” 
Prior to the City Council decision to raise monthly water rates 20 
per cent across the board, the commission recommended no increase, 
and instead proposed that the City Council reduce the amount of free 
water allowable at the minimum charge from the present 500 cubic 
feet to 250 c.f. 


Bock was a member of the commission s three - man water rate 
study committee. The committee spent considerable time formulating 
the recommendation that the full commission eventually toned down 
before delivery to the City Council. 
In his attack on the actions of the Council. Bock notes that the public 
works director had asked for funds to hire a water rate study expert 
“ since the time and talent for this was not available on the city staff.” 
“ I was surprised, therefore to find that the time and talent' had 
evidently been found, when, with little forewarning, the commission 
was told that a 20 per cent increase would be needed and the study 
committee was given the city’s recommendation on how it could be 
brought about. ” 


Bock scored the contention which he attributed to the city staff, that 
the water department capital contingency fund would be wiped out in 
the next couple of years. He said he found the statement “ difficult to 
believe, since the figures were based on projections of an incomplete 
fiscal year which followed five successive years in which the fund 
increased.” 
Bock also scort'd the city's alleged accounting procedure of 
including depreciation as an operating expense He said ne questioned 
whether “ we should be charging depreciation at the same time we are 
retiring bonds.” He said the procedure “ means that present water 
users are paying for two plants at the same time, one of which a good 
many of them will never see.” 
Bock said he agreed with the philosophy of providing for reasonable 
capital improvements and he cited several 


“ I am perfectly aware, 
he concluded, “ that these are inflationarv 
times and can readily believe that functions of city government are 
also feeling the pinch, but until people who are drawing top executive 
salaries can make a more believable presentation. 1 cannot support a 
water rate increase.” 
Bock's communication was delivered to the Record too late for a 
canvass of official city administration comments

Senate approves foreign aid bill

-The 
Senate 
approved a 
$3 
billion 
appropriations bill for foreign aid 
and related programs Friday after 
restoring $75 million for relief of the 
people of Bangladesh 
The bill, which provides money 
for the fiscal year that began seven 
months ago. won approval 45 to 23 
and was returned to the House, 
which has passed a bill containing 
$63 million less. 
In a long and angry debate that 
began last fall, the aid funds have 


now been cut by nearly 40 per cent 
under the administration s budget 
requests submitted a year ago. 


Before final passage, the Senate 
added $188 million to the measure 
that 
the 
Senate 
appropriations 
Committee reported two weeks ago. 


The increases included $75 million 
for Bangladesh on an amendment by 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson III, D-IU., who 
returned from the new nation to 
warn that thousands of refugees 
returning from India were facing 


starvation and disease when the 
monsoons begin in April. 


Stevenson 
said 
funds 
were 
critically needed to build roads, 
bridges and other transportation 
facilities to get food, clothing and 
medicine to people in the remote 
areas. The measure provides a total 
of $250 million for Bangladesh 
equal to the Administration request 
and the allowance in the House bill. 


The appropriations committee had 
cut the amount to $75 million

“ I don’t know if we have an 
agreement until we sit down and 
talk 
about 
it,” 
said 
President 
Edmund J. Flynn of the Pacific 
Maritime Association after he and 
Harry 
Bridges, 
his 
negotiation 
adversary as head of the Longshore­ 
men’s 
Union, 
appeared 
before 
Senate and House committees. 
In a session with the Senate Labor 
Committee, 
Bridges 
expressed 
willingness for his 13,000 men to 
return to work, and unresolved 
monetary issues to be submitted to 
voluntary 
arbitration, 
if 
no 
settlement of the drawn-out dispute 
is reached within a week. 
Committee members, elated at 
this, prodded Flynn for his reaction, 
and 
the 
representative 
of 
the 
shipping firms replied: 
“ If the 
proposal Mr. Bridges has made is a 
firm proposal, we will buy it. But 
with the understanding that the guys 
go back to work. Since the issues are 
going to be resolved. I don't see why 
thev can’t go back to work ” 
However, after the hearing broke 
up and Flynn and Bridges were 
questioned by reporters, it appeared

While Hvnn insisted to one group 
of newsmen that arbitration would

their jobs immediately, Bridges 
adamantly said they would return 
only when the unresolved issues 
went to an arbitrator.

“ Not until Mr. Bridges and I reach 
an agreement is there agreement,” 


Flynn said irritably. “ And I'm not 
sure there is. There were times 


when we thought we’d have a 
settlement in 30 seconds or less and 
we didn’t get it ” 


Watson initiative 
qualifies for ballot 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) —Los Angeles County Assessor Philip Watson s 
initiative to fix limits on homeowner and business property taxes F riday 
qualified for the November ballot. 
The proposal, among other things, would limit property tax assessments 
to 1 75 per cent of market value, greatly reduces the use of property tax 
revenue for support of schools and welfare and require a major increase in 
statewide taxes to offset the loss of local revenue. 


Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown Jr reported the measure received 
561,524 voter signatures, far more than the minimum 520,806 needed to 
qualify it for the ballot. 
Brown said the so-called “ Watson Initiative,” a proposed amendment to 
the state constitution, will appear on the November general election ballot 
because it qualified too late for the June primary. 


But in Los Angeles, Watson said he may challenge in court Brown s 
contention that the initiative qualified too late. He said Brown’s office 
"misadvised us and gave us the wrong information on the dates.” 


Two other Watson-sponsored property tax initiatives were defeated by the 
voters in 1968 and 1970. 
Supporters of the proposal have argued they are taking the direct 
initiative route because politicians in Sacramento have failed to deliver on 
campaign promises to grant property tax relief 
If past responses are any indication, countermoves now will be launched 
in the legislature to move on property tax relief or face passage of the 
Watson plan by the voters. 


In addition to mandating increases in the state sales, liquor, cigarette and 
business oriented taxes, some experts in the legislature estimate that 
approval of the initiative would require an additional annual tax increase of 
$700 million.

called off classes. 
Gale force winds forced ferries to 
cancel most of their trips between 
Cape Cod and Massachusetts' resort 
islands of Nantucket and Martha’s 
Vineyard.

SACRAMENTO <UPI> —The Reagan administration an­ 
nounced F riday that the California unemployment rate last 
month remained at 6.1 per cent, unchanged from 
December. 
The national unemployment rate, meantime, declined to 
5.9 per cent, a dip of one-tenth of 1 per cent from the 
December rate. 
The state Department of Human Resources Development 
said the number of unemployed Californians in January 
totaled .>80,000. They compared with 682.000 jobless workers 
during the same month a vear ago. The rate then was 7 2 
percent. 
The number of unemployed workers in California last 
month actually increased by 59.000 from the December 
figure because of normal “ seasonal” post-holiday cutbacks 
as well as declines in winter construction
